PARLIAMENT. 
{ i: s Ottawa, May 10. 


Monday was entirely taken up with 
the Manitoba railway bill, and was ex- 
tended until half past two on Tuesday 
morning. It was a case of simp!e, 
plain obstruction on the part of tha op- 
ponents of the bi!l. The same list .of 
misrepresentalions that were made be- 
fore the railwaly commi‘tee were re- 
peated, without a single new idea, by 
Messrs. Puttee, Richardson and Bour- 
assa, Their persisience in attempting 
ta use the rules of parliament, to hold 
up the province of Manitoba and 
thwart the will of parliament. itself 
was worthy of a better cause. Any ex- 
cuse was seized upor to secure delay. 
Irobably the rankest was the request 
that the discussion should be held over 
te permit of Charlton, who was absent, 
Jending his volubdilitly to the cause of 
Gbstruction. This was not acceded to, 
and the bi'l reached the committee 
stage beior2 fhe house adjourned. 
When ‘he ‘uli came up 2gain for an 
hour on Wednesday evening Charlion 
justified the corfidence that had been 
placea in his capacity for onstruction 
by talking out tne hour—again without 
bringing out any new point or adding 
anything to the information of the 
louse. The vote taken on Monday 
rigbt on Richardson's amendment to 
refer the agreemer* back to the Mani- 
toba legislature set‘led the measure of 
cuppert which the obstruction is like- 
ly, to receive. This vote of 80 jo, 6 was 
sufiicient to settle the determination 
of the house to pass the bili, a determ- 
isation which obstructive tactics will 
strengthen rather than weaken. The 
pian of campaiga of those who are vb- 
viructiag’ the bill is based on the sup- 
po.ition that the Session will not Jast 
more than three weeks longer. Ac- 
cordizg to the rules of the bouse the 
only time available for the considera- 
tion of private bills is Monday, and an 
hour each on Wednesday, and Friday 


evenings of eacn w eek. if the session 


15 only to last three weeks this would 
allow only three days and six hours 
for the discussion of the bill. It is 
how in the committea Stage when any 
memover Can speak as often as he 
pleases, therefore it would be possibile 
for a lew determined men by continu- 
vus talking to prevent it reaching its 
third reading before prorogation. Be- 
tides there is the hope that the mere 
deiermination of the @pposition coupled 
with unscrupulous assertion against 
the bilt may produce a svare inthe pro- 
vince of Manitoba and Start am agita- 
tion there which would have an effect 
on parliament. On the other hand 
there 13 nO assurance that parliament 
will prorogue in three weeks; and he- 
tides ro self-respecting fovernment 
could afford to allow \ he business of 
the country to be held up by' such tac- 
tics. Irrespective of the merits of the 
bill ~he dignity of parliament requires 
that the majority,—and especially such 
a lange majorivy—shall rule, and there- 
fore ensures that means wi'l be taken 
to ensure that the wi'l of the majority 
shall control. Instead of the obstruc- 
tive tactics so far pursued having any 
effect in shaking the support of the bil] 
they have had the contrary effect. 
The members argue that the case which 
depends on obstruction instead of ar- 
gument, cannot be very, strong on its 
merits, ! 

On Tuesday the Valleyfield strike 
was before the house again. Monk, who 
had charged political partizanship to 
the government, labor bureau, produc- 
ed aftidavits in support of his charge. 
Put, the opinion of the house was that 
they did not support the charge in any 
degree. Especially. in view of the con- 
trary affidavits submitied some time 
before by Mr. Ix y, liberal member for 
Peauharnois ‘n which Valleyfield is 
situated. This occupied most of ihe

On Wednesday the amendments to 
the alien labor law. were considered at 
length. It was decided thai an appli- 
cation for leave to prosecute under the 
Jaw, must be made to a jadge defore 
aciion can be entered. It was con- 
ceded tha’ as this was an international 
question action should not be taken 
except in well founded cases.

The vote of an additional subsidy, 0:

By im- 
provements in steam vessels for winter 
ravigation it had become possible to 
keep up satisfactory communication al] 
the year round, which had been done 
for the past three ‘years, The island 
was now satisfied with this fulfillment 
fof the terms of confederation, but 
wanted damages for the years when 
the terms had not been fulfilled. The 
terms were based not on the cost of 
‘the service Fut on tae joss to the island 
from lack of the service. The only dif- 
ference of opinion between the island 
members was that the liberals con- 
sidered the allowance ample, while the 
conservatives thought it was net 
enough. Clarke and Kemp conserva- 
tives of Toronto, did not object to ‘the 
additional subsidy, but objected to the 
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manner in which the island treated 
the other provinces in levying a com- 
mercial travellers tax. Now that the 
Dominion was showing its willingness 
te do fairly by the Island the Island 
should return the compliment and act 
fairly towards the rest of the Domin- 
ion. The resolution was agreed to 
without a division. ; 

‘The bill to give pensions to officers of 
the permanent military forves was dis- 
cussed and agreed. ; 

On Thursday Teylor, conservative 
whip made a vicious attack on the min- 
ister of public works in connection with 
the lease of the Seyhold building on 
Sparks street, Ottawa, for use as of- 
fices by the census staff. The build- 
ing is leased by the government for 
three years at $6,500 a year, the gov- 
ernment wi'l require to spend about 
$10j000 on it to fit it for the purpose, 
and may purchase it at the end of the 
jJease at a value to be arbitrated. Tay- 
lori moved that this was a waste of 
public money. 

Th» minister of public works argued 
that as the government only needed 
the building during the census work it 
was better to rent than build and{that 
at the valuation and rental of ad- 
joining and similar properties the Tren- 
tal was not excessive. He gave the 
assessed values of such properties and 
their rental returns in support of his 
argument.

Dr. Braithwaite, medical health offi- 
cer, Edmonton, and Dr. Patterson, gov- 
ernment heaJih inspector. 

A report was read from Dr. Braith- 


waite, dealing exhaustively with the 
rise and fall of the epidemic. j 
Dr. Patterson gave a detailed ac- 


count of the prevailing disease and his 
personal experience in connection with 
it. He congratulated the two towns 
om the successful issue of their efforts 
and the econowy practived in their ex- 
penditure. He judged that the trouble 
was effectively suppressed for the pres- 
ent, but thought there was a great 
probability of a recurrence of the out- 
break next fal’ and winter against 
which he advised every precaution he- 
ing taken snd vaccinition being re- 
peatedly and freely enforced. He 
would be pleased to recommend the 
government to refund 2 considerable 
portion of the outlay and would assist 
as far as possible in this direction. 
The epidemic being over it was de- 
cided to relieve Dr. McKay from duiy 
on Wednesday, the 15th inst., and ar- 
rangements be made to look after the 
one patient now in the hospital. 
It was moved that Dr. Patterson be 
accorded the thanks of the united 
councils of Edmonton and Strathcona 
for the agreeable manner in which he 
had discharged his duties.

you a reduction of $2.40 per ton on 
salt brought into the country; we will 
reduce the lecal rates throughout the 
province of Manitoba 15 per cent: we 
will take over the Northern Pacific 
lines which you have leased at the 
price which you have paid for them. 
and we will give you an additional cash 
bonus of $10,000 a year for each of the 
first ten years, a cash bonus of $20,- 
000 a year for each of the succeeding 
ten years, and a cash bonus of $25,000 
for each year of the third term of ten 
years. In addition we will pay the sal+ 
ary of a railway expert at $5,000 per 
annum, who shal! judge as between the 
province and ourselves in these mat- 
ters, and we will build certain speci- 
fied branch lines of railways without 
bonus. : : 

I have ‘gone to the trouble of com- 
piling a statement of what these pay- 
ments in cash and these reductions in 
rates actually meant to the people of 
the prevince of Manitoba. One ceni 
reduction per 100 lbs. of grain is $6,000 
on each million bushels. et us see 
how many million bushels the province 
has for export each year so that we 
may understand what this reduction 
is. According to the Manitoba  gov- 
ernmen returns, the crop of Manitoba 
was estimated in the year 1900 at 23,- 
000,000 bushels, and that was a very 
poor crop. In 1899 the yield was £4 
million bushels; in 1898, 47 million 
bushels; ir, 1897, 31 million bushels; in 
1896, 29 million bushels, and in 1895, 
59 million bushels. It is therefore rea- 
sonable to suppose that the average 
yearly export of grain from Manitoba, 
according to the present acreage under 
cultivation, is no less than & mil- 
lion bushels.

He is telling the legislature in these 
words what are the provisions of the 
railway act on the very point to which 
so much attention has been drawn. 
He says: 

“Now, if the contract we propose to 
make were a discriminatory contract 
it would be bad under the railway 
act: but we are miiking a contract 
which is just and equitable, and ap- 
plies equally to every person in Mani- 
tob:.”

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diseredit our argument because we 
were not posted as to what had be- 
come of thot lend grant. I am in a 
position to-day, to inform the house. 
The land grart to the Northwest Cen- 
tral railway, at the rate of 6,400 acres 
per mile, was held for the company 
from 1900. As a matter of fact, over 
700,000 acres of Northwest lands were 
scheduled to the company for that 
period although during the greater 
part of that time not a mile of the rail- 
road was completed, and at the longest 
limit only 50 miles have been complet- 
ed. It is only fair to the government 
to say that the land which was a¢t- 
ually earned by the building of the 50 
miles was scheduled to the company 
by. the order in céuncil of tha.20th of 
Fehruary, 1900, and that the rest of the 
land grant has lapsed. That is some- 
thing which the couvitry should know 
and which the government should be 
given credit for. But our point re- 
mains the same—tiis vast area of land 
was tied up from settlement for fif- 
teen years, for the benefit of this par- 
ticular railway company—this land 
that was valuable enough ‘to have 
built the railway itself; which was not 
built, not because of any lack of proper 
inducement towards building it, but 
for the sole purpose of perpetuating a 
railway monopoly in the Northwest 
Territories. 

lt is wel! tha* the house and the 
country should understand that the 
conditions are peculiar with regard to 
this Northwest Central charter, and 
it is because of these peculiar condi- 
tions that we have dared to make the 
strong stand we have made and sup- 
port the strong motion we are support- 
ing in connection with that railway. 
We desire to use this particular ip- 
stance, which is one of the most’ ex- 
treme, for the purpose of establishing 
the general principle, that it is not 
well for this country to allow specula- 
tion in railway charters, whether by 
large companies or small ones, in one 
part of the country or another. The 
interest of the country demands that 
wherever a company is granted a char- 
ter, that company shall be compelled. to 
use the charter which it has received. 
The fact that this policy has not been 
acted up to in *he past has been one of 
the principal reasons for the _ disap- 
poinkment throughout the whole of 
this Dominion in the lack of progress 
in the Northwest Territories during 
the past twenty years. But a new day 
is dawning in the Territories, new 
ideas are p7evai'ing, and we hope this 
house will inaugurate a new policy 
with regard to railway development, 
so that the twenty years we are bow 
entering upon will not be twenty years 
of disappointment such as those we 
have passed through. 

CANADA'S TRADE WITH ENGLAND. 

The London board of trade returns 
for the four months ending April 30, 
show the following increases in British 


imports from Canada:

Bourassa, who had opposed Scott 
sirongly when the bill was  passiog 
through committee, took occasion to 
shift his position somewhat. Previous- 
ly: he had held that it was altogether 
improper to demand such conditions of 
the C. P. R. Now, however, although 
he thought Scott’s motion was  ioo 
radical for him to vote for, he pointed 
out forcibly to the nouge and govern- 
ment that the evil of holding railway 
chariers without construction was 
too widespread, and should be check- 
ed. Companies who held charters 
should be compelled to build or give 
them up. 
~ In the course of the debate Mr. Oiver 
spoke as follows; Hausard: 

Mr. Frank Oliver (Alberta). I wish 
to take the opportunity of supporting 
this motion for the purpuse of empha- 
tizing the position wnich was taken 
a few days, ago on Lue general ques- 
tion, that railroad companies should be 
compelled to fultifi the obligations al- 
ready entered into by them before they 
are given further privileges. This is 
a principle susceptible ot application, 
and 13 not confineu at ali to the North- 
west. Many parts of the country are 
suffering, from the lack of the applica- 
tion of inis principle; but I think it is 
only fair to say that as a matter of 
fact the Northwest Territories has sut- 
fered and is suffering more than any 
other part of the country; and, that it 
is suflering more because of this par- 
ticular Northwest Certrai charter 
than because of any other, 

i want to desi With a point which 
seems to be in the minds of ma ny mem- 
bers of this house, namely, that the 
Northwest és asking for something in 
this connection, aud is in the debt of 
the Dominion of Canada for railroad 
construction. So far from the North- 
west being in the debt of the Dominion 
of Canada for the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, the account 
is the other way. The length of Cana- 
dian Pacific railway which benefits the 
Northwest, extending from the Red 
river at Winnipeg to the foot of the 
Rocky Movr‘ains at Calgary, is about 
850 miles.

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A WATERWORES PROPOSITION. 
The question of a waterworks system 
for the town has taken on a new phase 
by the formation of a !ucal company 
with ample capital and_a determina, 
tion to do business if business is to be 
done. The promoters and sharehold- 
ers of the company are Messrs. Mc- 
Dougall & Secerd, Thos. Hoursten, and 
T. W. Lines. Realizing the great ne- 
oessily that has existed for many years 
fora proper waterworks system, a ne- 
cessity that has become more pro- 
nounced each year as the town and’ its 
requirments grew and developed, 
Mecsrs. McDougall, Secord, Hourston, 
ynd Lines decided to take the matter 
ayi and if possible push it; to a conclu- 
tion. ‘hey are prepared to incorporate 
themselves as a company with a cap- 
italization of $100,000, all subscribed. 
The actual cost of installation of the 
plant they, estimate would be approxi- 
mately $75,000; The exact figures it 
would be impossible to estimate until 
after the ground had been gone thor- 
oughly, over by an expert, who will be 
engaged by the proposed company just 
as soon as anything definite can vei &r- 
ranged with the town authorities. 
Wich a vicw) to seeing what arrange-< 
ment, if any, were possible, a meeting 
of the members of the proposed comp- 
any and the fire, water and light com- 
mittee of the town council was held at 
the ofiise of McDougali & Secord Tues- 
day night. The company desire a char- 
ter for 25 years, pointing out that it 
will be ony in tue latter years that 
they coud hope to have ihe invest- 
ment pay, and a difiiculty arises from 
whe faci that the town under the muni- 
cipia ordinance has power to allow 
charters for only ten years. In order 
toe give rights for a greater period it 
would be necessary for them to apply 
‘to the legislature for legislation giv- 
ing increased powers or else to secure 
incorporation as a city when they 
would not be under the restraints im- 
posed by the ordinances in this regaru. 
The counci', realizing the necessity of 
an improvement on the present water- 
works system ond preferring to deal 
with local men rather than an outside 
company, is will‘ng to meet the com- 
pany’s destres so far as possible, but 
are anable to take action in time for 
the present meeting of ihe legislature. 
If an arrangement could be arrived at 
with the council to tbat effect, the 
proposed company would consiter the 
advisibility of commencing work at 
once, provided, if the council were un- 
able to get the desired legislation pass- 
ed that they would buy the company 
out before the expiration of the ten 
years. 

Speaking of one of the advantages of 
the waterworks system, Mr. McDoug- 
all explained that the present rate fo» 
fire insurance on isulated risks in town 
is row $1.40, and with a first class 

rystem of waterworks established— 
such as the company propose to install 
—the rate would be reduced to $1, al- 
most 30 per cent. The combined value 
of the buildings and stocks in town 
McDougall estimates, roughly, at 

700,000. If they had the benefit . of 
waterworks it would be a saving td the 
town in fire insurance rates alone of 
$20,000 per year. His own firm, Mr. 
McDougall stated, would save $300, or 
$400 a year on insurance. As to the 
nature and extent of the plant, he 
states that it would be ample. to meet 
all requirements. It would be < mod- 
ern system and right up-to-date and 
would be built with a view. to future 
requirements. If an arrangement 
were reached with the council they 
would start work and have the #ystem 
in operation this summer. : 

Now that the council has an oppor- 
tunity to get ‘hat which they have 
been striving for for the last six years, 
on 13 favorable terms as they can ever 
hops to get it, it is devoutly Jo be de- 
sired that they come to an agreement 
with the proposed company, all the 
members of which are well known local 
men with ample capitel and ability to 
carry threugh any enterprise they may 
undertake.
